1 in the presence o f tho usands o f alumni who 
gathered fo r the celebratio n o f the Centennial. 
Oberlin Co llege has been v ery much mo re 
than “ ano ther co llege.” 
It was bo m with a 
passio n fo r freedo m, equality , and o ppo rtunity 
fo r ali. Here the first wo man receiv ed a de­ 
gree, altho ugh it wa« with a fearso me pro v iso 
that she must no t aspire to the career o f a 
man. 
Here the Negro was giv en the o ppo r­ 
tunity o f the white man fo r a liberal educatio n.

Oberlin Co llege belo ngs to the natio n and 
to the wo rld. Its far-flung influence has been 
felt o v er the entire glo be. It has been a co llege 
with a cause. Lo ng it struggled with po v erty . 
No w, thro ugh the genero sity o f o ne o f its so n« , 
it has co me to enjo y a degree o f affluence, 
so mewhat impaired, ho wev er, by the industrial 
co llapse o f the past three and a half y ears. 
The co llege starts into its seco nd century o f 
ex istence with a prestige and an o ppo rtunity 
giv en o nly to the first line o f co lleges fo unded 
in New England by the first settlers o f the 
Lnited States.
